REPORT 


Superintending School Committee 


OF 
FREMONT, N. H, 


For the Year ending March, 1862. 


Agreeably to the laws of New Hampshire defining the duties of 
Superintending School Committees, the following Report is respect- 
- fully submitted, by the undersigned, as exhibiting the condition and 
success of our Schools for the past year. 

The Schools, considered as a whole, have enjoyed a gratifying pros- 
perity ; there are a few exceptions which must meet with our disap- 
proval. In this connection ought we not to make some allowance for 
the sad, distressing condition of our dear country ? The excitement, 
passion, and lawlessness that has spread over over a portion of this 
once fair, happy land must, necessarily, penetrate to and have an in- 
fluence in every family and school-room. In no way can the future 
prosperity of the Nation be more directly or greatly augmented than 
by liberally supporting our public schools. 

When the people, as a mass, take sufficient interest in the educa- 
tion of their children to demand the best of teachers, and at all times 
exert the right influence in the school-room, we shall have. satisfacto- 
ry schools in every respect, and not till then. If parents are indit- 
ferent, or even appear indifferent, and neglect to discharge their du- 
ties as parents towards their own children ; how can they consistent- 
ly expect a hireling, merely because he is a hireling to be always 
faithful towards his pupils ? 

I have visited each school twice, with one exception ; as the im- 
pressions received while there is alf I have to judge of the character 
and success of the school, it cannot be expected that full justice is 

given to each teacher and school.

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Desiring this Report to occupy as little space as possible, I have 
not made such copious extracts, as is usua!, from the School Regis- 
ters, but only what I deem to be the most important. 
The following is a brief resume of the condition of each school for 
the past year. 
District, No.1. Prudential Committee, Sherburne Sanborn.—- 
The whole amount of School money for the District, is $107 60. 


SUMMER Term. Length of school 14 weeks, Wages of teacher 
including board $15,32.. Whole number of scholars 27, Average 
number 20 1-2. Instances of tardiness 45. Dismissals 42. Visits by 
citizens and others 33. Days lost by the non-attendance of pupils, 490. 

This was the second term the teacher Lydia A. Knowles, of Ches- 
ter, N. H., has tangtt in the Dis. Her former reputation as a thor- 
ough, efficient, and successful teacher was fully sustained. The clos- 
ing examination was of more than usual interest, the recitations showed 
a marked and intelligent progress. : | . 

Winter Term. J. C. Clement of Chelsea Mass. was employed 
to teach the winter school, but after a week’s trial he became discour- 
aged, and.the P. Com. released him from the engagement. ‘The re- 
mainder of the term was taugcht by D. Frank Fellows of Brentwood, 
N. H., and the following are extracts from his report. 

Length of School 8 weeks. Waves of teacher including board 
$22 00. Whole no. scholars 29. Average attendance 21. Instances 
of tardiness 31. Dismissals 27. Pupils not absent one half day 3. 
Number of cases of corporeal punishment 5. Visits by citizens and 
others 29. Days lost by ron-attendance 320. | 

Your Com. visited this School the second week in company with 
the County Commissioner—the tcholars were studious, orderly, and 
there was every appearance of a prosperous School—also twice by re- 
quest—First by the teacher, who desired assistance in securing good 
order, Second, by a resident of the Dis. who complained of the teacher 
as abusing two scholars sufficiently to deserve dismissal. After ex- 
amining the case I found it in my judgment, as follows: the scholars 
thoughtlessly disobeyed a rule of the School, that had been made pun- 
ishable if broken ; they were punished, rather severely perhaps, but 
not abusively ; two scholars, young men twenty years of age, claimed, 
or at least exercised, the right to attend school, pursue one study, 
Arithmetic, only, and dictate to the teacher when and how much to 
punish a scholar ;—the decision was perfectly clear. 

I received no notice of the close of the School, and therefore repret 
J am unable to report the progress made during the winter. 

There are several very good scholars in this District. The classes, 
both terms, in Algebra, History, Arithmetic and Grammar, were of 
the first order. 


District, No. 2. Prudential Committee, Horatio Beede: Schoo 
money assigned the District, $131,00.

‘Inoticed a decided improvement in the idle scholars, which has 
been quite annoying to both teachers and those interested in the wel- 
fare of the @hool in this District. A quieter more diligent working 
school I have seldom had the pleasure of visiting. The progress made 
was commendable. 


Wages of teacher 
per month including board $27,00. Whole number of scholars 33.— 
Average attendance 22. Instances of tardiness, 103. Dismissals 67. 
Pupils not absent one half day 2. Cases of corporeal punishment 8. 
Number of days lost by non-attendance, 617. Visits by citizens and 
others, 12.. ; 

This school was under the charge of Daniel B. Fitts of Fremont, 
N. H. Hadthe scholars been as faithful in the discharge of their 
duties, as the teacher of his, there would have been a much greater 
improvement in their conduct, as well as their studies, than ‘can’ be 
honestly reported. ‘The most prominent feature in the exercises at 
the close of the school was the Spelling Classes ; these were excel- 
lent, and must have had:a long patient drilling. 

If the illustrations during: the recitations, though apt and instruc- 
tive, were as lengthy every day, as when I was present, some of the 
elasses must in consequence be nevlected. 

A few scholars in this District, have prospered finely with their 
studies the past year, and now rank among the first in the town; 
young, intelligent, and ambitious new laurels are awaiting them at 
every turn in their future school days—may success crown every 
proper effort. «

It is to be feared, however, that a few of the pa- 
rerits dd not appreciate the benefits férived from a common educa- 
tion, or are not atvare of the serious loss their children are sustaining 
by being sent to scliool only a week or two for a whole year.

The sum total is 4777, using for a cor the average attendance 
throughout the town, which is 22, and we havea school 217 days:

€18.27 per month ; - this gives the snug little sum of $196.40 lost pe 
those children who have been kept at home while their play-mates 
have been in the school-room. The entire loss is not quite correct, © 
because only one teacher reported the children not attending school, | 
but as it is, it ought to be sufficiently large to satisfy the most ‘indiffer- 
emt persons among us. mite 

I close this Report by hoping that my successor will be more faith. t 
ful in promoting the interest of our schools than I have been. ofc’
